Monolithic Myth 


The myth the “monolithic unity” 
Communist Parties serves con- 
ceal the directly opposite reality.

the Soviet Union the formula power until Stalin’s 
death was: Stalin plus the secret police. Khrushchev has 
been unable establish this simple equation. 
coming more and more evident, and the summit fiasco 
eloquent proof this, that the formula much more 
complicated today. the time Stalin, there were 
internal Soviet politics, but today there are. The formula 
now looks something like this: Khrushchev’s personality plus 
the Communist Party (in which the Khrushchev and Stalin 
factions are two separate elements) plus the armed forces 
plus the intelligentsia (particularly the 
gentsia) plus the administrative hierarchy, plus, cer- 
tain extent, public opinion. This complicated formula pro- 
duces the play forces that internal politics. 

Such internal politics make the relations between the 
captive nations and the Soviet Union more complicated 
than the old unambiguous straightforward subordination. 
Various Communist cliques and factions the Satellite 
countries can hope for advantage result shifts 
the internal power balance the USSR. Kadar, for ex- 
ample, has until now enjoyed Khrushchev’s absolute con- 
fidence and his position Hungary has been conse- 
quence unassailable. Today, however, when can see 
one the factors the summit failure the revived Stalin- 
ist line led Suslov cooperation with the Chinese, 
Kadar must balance the possibility that under in- 
creasing influence the power Hungarian Stalinists like 
Rakosi and Gero will wax again. One the ominous signs 
this was that the April amnesty Kadar released not 
only the notorious Stalinist Mihaly Farkas but also his son 
Vladimir Farkas, the man who had tortured Kadar. 

The internal Soviet power struggle may be expected to 
exercise increasingly strong effect the captive nations. 
this situation, Kadar’s group and the other Communist

Despite Polish philosophy never completely 
achieved the dreary level Soviet philosophy. Philosophical 
Thought, even the worst period, remained more interest- 
ing than most Soviet publications. The editors Philo- 
sophical Thought were commended for their worthy efforts 
article the Soviet journal Voprosy (1953, 
#1), but with several important reservations. 
works representing the official point view were 
Some Problems the Marxist Theory 
Truth, and The Objective Character Historical Laws. 
They were—with all their dogmatism—much superior 
the usual products this sort. Schaff perhaps the most 
erudite and able representative orthodoxy the entire 
Soviet bloc. 


One the features this period was concerted attack 

led Schaff—against thinkers connected with the 
tradition the Lwow-Warsaw school.

The and Its Aftermath 


THIRD PERIOD the postwar history Polish phi-

What Marxism? 


The young Marxists reacted less strongly, and the de-

Daniel Bell recently remarked The End 
Ideology, similar debates the scientific status dia- 
lectical materialism, the class determination ideas, 
ethics and Socialism, etc., filled the pages Partisan Re- 
view, The New International and The New Leader the 
early thirties, and the issues were greatly clarified such 
writers Sidney Hook, Ernest Nagel, Lewis Corey, Ed- 
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mund Wilson and John Dewey. this might added 
that debates the same and related themes occurred 
the time Bernstein and Kautsky, and that—in fact— 

they have never ceased. enough mention Lefebvre 
France the strange history Georgy Lukacs. Never- 
theless, obvious that the debate Poland had—and still 
has, although now confined more esoteric and schol- 
arly journals—an urgency and immediate political rele- 
vance that were not known the Western searchers for 
Marxist humanism. Perhaps result this, and be- 
cause the unique interpenetration between differing 
philosophical traditions, and also because orthodoxy had 
better defenders Poland than elsewhere, the Polish de- 
bate produced several contributions which are undoubtedly 
lasting importance. 


The new situation after October 1956 radically changed 
all Polish intellectual life, and these changes were nat- 
urally reflected the field philosophy. Old teachers 
philosophy resumed their teaching again; Philosophical 
Thought—the symbol the policies the “past period” 

was liquidated and replaced new periodical Studia 
Filozoficzne (Philosophical Studies); philosophical publica- 
tions once more became interesting, varied and often 
great scholarly significance. appeared that, even during 
the worst time Stalinist terror, independent thought and 
research had never stopped; many works originally written 
without any hope publication could now appear print. 
Also, contacts with the West were reestablished. July 
1957, the International Philosophie organized 
international philosophical conference Warsaw, at- 
tended large number scholars from Europe and 
America. 1949, the 10th International Congress 
Philosophy Amsterdam, there had been scholars from 
1959, the 12th Congress Venice, the Polish 
delegation was large, composed many scholars inter- 
national standing, and attracted general attention. 
fact, was the only delegation from the Soviet bloc taken 
seriously Western scholars. Articles Polish philosophers 
started appear again Western professional periodicals, 
and Polish students began visit Western Europe and the 
US.

Most them 
showed fearless resistance the make philoso- 
phy propaganda weapon the government. And, per- 
haps most important, they were able educate large 
group younger scholars who look philosophy and its 
tasks exactly the same way Western philosophers do,

regardless doctrinal differences between them. 


The many important works published Poland since 
1956 are the best monuments these efforts, which did not 
cease even during the worst days Stalinist terror. Ko- 
tarbinski, now the President the Polish Academy 
Science, published two volumes his Selected Works, 
excellent History Logic, and important and original 
work, the Efficient Action. This last book 
the first systematic presentation new field research 
with which Kotarbinski has been concerned for great many 
years. He calls it praxeology, or the theory of efficient ac- 
tion. The task praxeology, understood Kotarbinski, 
clarify the fundamental concepts relating human 
action, analyze the domain practical technical val- 
ues, such efficiency, economy, and consistency ac- 
tion, and compare successful methods variety do- 
mains human action. History Philoso- 
phy (this time including the famous third volume) ap- 
peared new edition and widely influential; In- 
garden’s collected works are starting appear, and the 
first two volumes this series contain most his writ- 
ings aesthetics. monumental history aesthetics 
Tatarkiewicz will appear shortly; Ossowski’s Founda- 
ions Aesthetics, widely attacked earlier, has reappeared 
lished interesting collection philosophical papers; 
Znamierowski, history ethics and longer work 
value theory; Ossowska has written new work called 
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Bourgeois Morality, and republished her Introduction 
the Science Ethics and Motives Human Behavior; 
Ajdukiewicz, who edits Studia Logica, continuing his 
important contributions logic, philosophy language 
and philosophy science; and Kotarbinska has pub- 
lished several important articles logic and philosophy 
science. 

These names and titles are examples only, and they 
not exhaust the work contemporary Polish philosophers. 
Perhaps should added that addition the above- 
mentioned works older, mature scholars, many younger 
men have made important contributions the field 
philosophy and methodology science, continuing one 
the most important traditions Polish philosophy (e.g. 
Przelecki, Pawlowski, Gedymin, Malewski, 
Szaniawski, and many 

formal logic, where work was never interrupted dur- 
ing the Stalinist period, Poland continues one the 
most important world centers research. Greniewski 
has published two highly original works (Elements De- 
ductive Logic and Elements Inductive Logic), and the 
young logician, Grzegorczyk, with two books and great 
number technical papers, has already achieved interna- 
tional fame. Many Polish technical contributions logic 
and the philosophy mathematics cannot even enu- 
merated here. They are very well known competent 
logicians and mathematicians throughout the world.

the whole, then, can said that although the 
natural development Polish philosophy 
hindered the Stalinist period, never stopped. The 
first the avowed aims the defunct Philosophical 
Thought was not achieved: Polish philosophy was not “sat- 
with the theological brand Marxism-Leninism. 


Revisionism 


WHAT ABOUT Marxism-Leninism itself? Here also 
the results were unexpected. The planned production 
“philosophical cadres” largely failed. There are, 
course, Marxists and Marxist-Leninists the new genera- 
tion philosophers Poland. But most them are not

Third Party Congress Program 

The long-delayed Third Congress the Romanian 
Worker’s (Communist) Party—which, according Party 
statutes, should have taken place the end 1959 
convened June Bucharest. preparation for the 
Congress “enlarged” plenary meeting the Party Cen- 
tral Committee was held May 17-18 review the draft 
economic plan for the six-year period 1960 1965 and 
the long-term “perspective” economic program 1975, 
which composed the agenda the Congress. 

The program outlined First Party Secretary Gheorghe 
Gheorghiu-Dej ambitious but not dramatic. aims 
continue with the development industry and with the 
collectivization agriculture (to completed 1965 
Heavy stress placed modernizing, reequipping and 
developing existing enterprises rather than pumping more 
and more funds into large new projects. 

Industrial production increase over the period 
1965 annual rate roughly percent; national in- 
come grow 70-80 percent, labor productivity 
60-65 percent and real wages 40-45 production 
costs are lowered 15-16 percent. the country- 
side, although agriculture’s share total investment 
reduced percent compared with 19.5 percent 
1959, large-scale improvements mechanization, irri- 
gation and the use fertilizers are called for.

MOSCOW ATTACKS YUGOSLAV 


The Soviet Communist Party published strong attack the Yugoslav Com- 
munists the May issue Kommunist, the Party’s ideological organ. Written 
Boris Ponomarev, Fedor Konstantinov and Yuri took with 
the “revisionist” ideas expressed the April Congress the Yugoslav Socialist 
Alliance—a front organization the League Yugoslav Communists. While 
the criticisms expressed the article are not new, its appearance this time 
shows the importance that Moscow attaches ideological conformity, and indt- 
cates the stresses that underlie the superficial unity the Communist bloc.

The statement which Tito devoted 
May the meeting the four 
similar spirit mock neutrality toward 
relations between the imperialist aggres- 
sors and the peaceful land Socialism. 
Having dropped passing remark that 
the intrusion American aircraft into 
the air space the USSR adverse 
feature which cannot but be condemned, 
Tito considers that this not all the 
main thing and insists that conference 
the heads the big powers should take 
place, despite the refusal the U.S. Gov- 
ernment condemn the provocative act 
aggression and the statement that 
will also carry with such policy 
the future.

all countries, but many bourgeois politi- 
cians and commentators too, declare that 
the position occupied the U.S. govern- 
ment torpedoed the summit conference, 
Tito, glossing over the actual causes 
the breakdown, launches version the 
effect that all matter prestige.
